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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE/EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Awano et teach the conversion of uridine derivatives to 
cytosine derivatives by reacting the uridine derivatives with triethylamine, 
dimethylaminopyridine, triisopropylbenzenesulfonyl chloride followed by reaction with 
ammonium hydroxide. The instant invention is drawn to the process of conversion of 
uridine derivatives to cytosine derivatives by reacting the uridine derivatives with an 
alicyclic amine of formula (4) to give an intermediate of formula (5), followed by 
dehydration and reaction with an amine of formula (2). The instant process involving the 
intermediate derivative of formula (5) is neither taught or fairly suggested by the prior 
art.
